To Be Continued 


The second meeting of the Lackawanna 
County Industrial Highway Committee was 
recently held at Olyphant Borough Build¬ 
ing. with five communities represented. 
Chairman Chester Gpilcwski. Olyphant, 
presided. 

A review of the minutes of the first 
meeting was made and discussed, and a 
letter from Girbondale Mayor Charlotte 
Moro was read in which she staled that due 
tocar trouble, she was unable to attend the 
initial meeting of the committee, and that 
representatives from that city ncxjld be 
present at all future meetings At this 
second session was S. Robert Powell, 
president of the Carboodale Historical 
Society. 

Gpilcwski reported that the county 
conuni'-sioncrg had contacted PennDOI 
and tlw: three regional meetings will be 
conducted concerning the expressway 
sometime during March, with one of them 
scheduled fot Lackawanna County at a time 
and place to be announced and published. 

Preparations arc being made to assem¬ 
ble a convlcte package plan for the 
proposed highways, to include traffic 
volumes figures on major traffic routes 
presently in use iu the area, safety 
hazards, motor vehicle accidents, and an 
aerial view of the proposed highway .Tea.

Buttercups 

This Interesting breed was imported trom the island ot Sicily 
over 100 years ago and is another member ot the Mediterra 
nean class, it has attracted wide-spread interest over the 
country because ot its unique beauty The golden color and 
cup-shaped comb are the basis tor the very descriptive 
name. The comb is a cupshaped crown with a complete cir¬ 
cle of medium sized regular points. The male and female do 
not look alike in coloring The males are a rich, brilliant 
orange red with some black spangles in the leathe- of the 
body tlutf and cape leathers at the base of the hackle; with 
lustrous, green^h black tail The base color of the female is 
bull with all feathers on the body marked by parallel rows of 
black elongated spangles, giving the hen an appearance ol 
being beautifully spotted and suggesting a ringneck phea¬ 
sant hen. Skin color is yellow and shanks and toes are a 
willow groen. Because of its unusual appearance the Butter¬ 
cup is an excellent breed for exhibition projects. It is also a 
useful breed, laying tinted white eggs, and with the nice 
yellow skin ai.d plump breast makes a fine table fowl. Hens 
may want to set occasionally, but are generally classed as 
non-setters. Baby chicks are a light golden buff ••peppeied" 
with dark spots on the head and back 



Showy Brown Leghorns 


Single Comb Brown Leghorns 

These are generally recognized as the most colorful of the 
Leghorn family and like all Leghorns lay white eggs, are non¬ 
setters, have large combs and white ear lobes, and yellow 
skin, shanks and feet Our Brown Leghorns have been im¬ 
proved over the years by the in'roduction of the world 
famous Danish strain The male is very handsome with 
orange hackle and saddle and black stripes in center of each 
feather. The female is a medium brown with delicate pencil¬ 
ing; wings are a darker brown and breast is salmon colored. 
The chicks are striped like little chipmunks, and are so lively 
when just a few hours old that we can hardly take the lid off 
the box without having them jump over the sides 



Lakenvelders 

These are one of the most beautiful In appearance of any of 
our rare varieties with their striking black and white mark¬ 
ings and slate colored legs. We are told that the word 
"Lakenvclder" when translated trom the Dutch means "a 
shadow on a sheet", a particularly descriptive name They 
were bred extensively in Germany and Holland as long ago 
as the early 1800's, but were not recognized here until the 
1930's. They are quite small when mature, 3 to 4 lbs., and 
very quick and active, foraging widely if allowed to run. The 
skin is wiule and the breast unusually plump and round, 
almost like wild game birds Hens lay white eggs and are 
non-setters Baby chicks are mostly creamy white with a halt 
collar of black on the neck and sprinkling of black on tho 
head and back.

township for 150 years. 

1 would suggest those who would 
cast stones look Inward at their own 
communities. And at the same time 
take another look at Carbondale 
No Shangri-la exists here. But if 
they get sick they can visit one of 
the 19 pyilcianj and surgeons who 
maintain offices here. If they're 
really sick, we have two excellant 
hospitals. Perhaps they'll travel in an 
ambulance manned by the volunteers 
who give their time to the Cottage 
Hose Co. Ambulance ~orps.

commerce and probably a dozen civic 
or civic-oriented groups. And a public 
library second to f.w. We have a 
weekly newspaper that one might not 
always agree with but does an 
admirable job. We have a heritage 
that goes back far longer than most 
area communities and Carbondale 


holds the distinction of being the 
second onleut incorporated city in the 
Common weitlL.. And, wc have an 
•dive hisforoicnl society that works 
to preserve that heritage. Slate and 
federal services can be found here. 
There is relatively new post office. 
There is a Bureau of Employment 
Security office. And c Social Security 
office. Also a mini-courthouse that 
saves residents not Just of 
Carbondale but other upvniley 
rommumliK trips to Scranton We 
have Little League programs, a food 
kitchen. Catholic Social Services and 
a YMCA. And chapters of all the 
major veter irs organizations A 
Masonic Temple. Anu a Knights of 
Columbus. Eov scout troops and cub 
scout packs. A Lions Club and a 
Kiwams Club and UN1CO. We have 
stores of all sorts and a shopning 
mall. Not to forget about 11,000 
people, mast of whom will no out of 
their way to help anyone who needs 
help. Ail right here — in what 
somebody has the urmitigated gall to 
call "Garbagedah." 

Have I left anything or anyone out? 

Quite a lot. But only because space 
is limited. 

Despite all this, we do not go 
around claiming to be perfect Far 
from It. Wc have too many beer 
bottles left on our streets at night. 
Too ofien politicians gc'. too political 
And sometimes city employees forget 
who they're working for and who 
pays their salaries. The streets are 
sometimes too dirty — seme of the 
dirt originating from from strip mine 
pits in nearby communities. Na 
doubt, there is need for much 
improvement. Just as one can find 
need for improvement in every other 
community hereabout* But we know 
that since we are our own severest 
critics. And while some may fault 
that, it is, in fact, one of our 
strengths. For it eventually leads to 
the improvements that make for a 
better community. 

If the person who calls Carbondale 
"Garbagedale" wants to honestly 
assess all this community has to 
offer against what faults bt 
perceives, he will find that the 
balance weighs quite Iteavily in our 
favor. Otherwise, he will find that 
we, like Texans, figure it’s OK if we 
knock ourselves but den't take kindly 
to others doing it. 

Just ask Jeff Scars. Or a few 
thousand others who are getting a bit 
tired of those living in glass houses 
tlirowing stones in our direction.

H umankind is probably no* 

the most numerous species of 
mammal. With five billion of us. no 
other primate comes close. North 
American buffalo may once have num¬ 
bered 60 million and white-tailed deer 
40 million. There arc probably 10 mil¬ 
lion wildebeest in Africa. Even live¬ 
stock fails to outnumber us. There are 
i.3 billion cattle. 1.1 million sheep, 
787 million pigs, and 64 million horses 
in the world. And carnivores don't be¬ 
gin to equal us. Though cats and dogs 
are probrhly the most numerous, there 
is only one dog and one cat for every 
five people in the United States. In 
other countries the ratio of cats and 
dogs to people is even smaller. 

Among mammals, only rodents are 
likely to rival humans for the teeming 
title. It has been said that there is one 
rat for every person on Earth. But 
where studies have been made, the rat 
population comes out smaller. Studies 
by David Davis in the 1940s found one 
rat for fifteen people in Baltimore and 
one for thirty-six in New York City. 
Since there are 400 species in the Rjt 
tus genus, and several species (brown 


and Norway rats for example) are 
lumped together in these counts, the 
overall number of any species seems 
unlikely to reach five billion. 

There are other rodent candidates, 
however. Ernest Thompson Seton esti¬ 
mated that there were once five billion 
prairie dogs, bur today they number a 
tiny fraction of that. One zoologist 
believes lemmings, which occupy a vast 
expanse of Arctic tundra, are more nu¬ 
merous than humans. He has counted 
them in densities of up to 1.000 per 
acre and guesses it is safe to say that 
brown or collared lemmings must 
number in the trillions. 

But there are dissenting voices here. 
Tony Sinclair, a University of British 
Columbia zoologist, says. "Trillions is 
too big a number I think people over¬ 
estimate them. I would doubt that 
lemmings are even in the billions." 
Sinclair believes that lemming popu¬ 
lations are divided by mountain ranges 
and rivers into noninterbreeding sub¬ 
populations. So. on that technicality, 
man may be the most numerous spe¬ 
cies of mammal. 

Among birds, only the chicken

outnumbers us. With a world popu¬ 
lation of at least 7.3 billion, chickens 
appear to be the most numerous land 
vertebrate. The passenger pigeon is 
said to have numbered perhaps three 
billion; if that controversial estimate is 
accurate, it outnumbered humans 
while it survived. The most numerous 
wild species today is probably one of 
the shearwaters or petrels that swarm in 
huge flocks over the southern seas. 
John Warham of the University of Can¬ 
terbury in New Zealand estimated the 
world population of sooty shearwaters 
at "one thousand million." From there 


the numbers drop sharply. 

U S. Fish and Wildlife Service stud¬ 
ies conclude that North America pro¬ 
duced only 62 million ducks in 1983, a 
number which takes in ten of the most 
noticeable species. Shorcbirds, which 
we see in large flocks, seldom amount 
to a million in a species. Says Peter 
Myers of the Philadelphia Academy of 
Natural Sciences. "We see a lot of 
them in many places, but because of 
the habitat we re living in. we're seeing 
st of them. They come across as very 
common, but they're not." House 
finches, which we might guess from fa¬ 
miliarity arc hugely abundant, are vil¬ 
lage birds with restricted habitat. No 
reptiles or amphibians come close to 
bird numbers.

Humankind may be the only species 
that migrates principally in summer. 
Just when the sun has settled in. when 
the earth is warm, the air full of bird¬ 
song, and the sunsets soft and lin¬ 
gering-just when things are getting 
good—s»c strap suitcases to the car. 
shove reluctant children into the back 
seat, and head for the hills. Like geese 
leaving their nesting grounds, we re¬ 
pair to the great molting lakes of 
mountain and coast, to shed our cares 
as geese shed their wing feathers. 


W E USUALLY SAY we go on 
vacauons to relax. But summer 
relaxation doesn't come from seeing 
new sights. It comes, really, from sit¬ 
ting in one's yard or sprawling in the 
grass of a city park, listening to the 
buzzing of bees or the silent affirma¬ 
tions of growing squash and tasseling 
com. It comes from feeling the warmth 
of sunlight on closed eyelids or the 
spray of water into a grateful after¬ 
noon. It comes from breathing the 
sugary perfume of honeysuckle or 
watching sunlight turn amber as it fil¬ 
ters through a canopy of elms. 


The difference 
here is the difference between travel 
and tourism. Travel is an effort to learn 
something about oneself or one's world 
by viewing life from a different angle 
It's the sort of thing Emerson had in 
mind when he wrote, "The good of 
going into the mountains is that life is 
reconsidered... You have the oppor¬ 
tunity of viewing the town at such a 
distance as may afford you a just view." 
Tourism, on the other hand, is passive 
and unthinking. It is entertainment, 
amusement, merely a suspension of 
daily routine. The tourist is supposed 
to be diverted He is not supposed to 
be changed. 


tourist is less a difference in income 
than a difference in oudook. Travelers 
have curiosity, a desite to find novelty, 
a sense that they are not defined by 
the material world but shaped and 
changed by what they live and see. 
Tourists may he poor or wealthy. What 
they have in common is a sense that we 
are defined by tangible things. A trav¬ 
eler wants to see things, a tourist to

travelers and replace them with tour¬ 
ists. And all destinations begin to look 
the same. "The more we move about." 
says Boorstin, "the mote difficult it be¬ 
comes not to remain in the same 
place." We forget what we left home 
for. or feel we have not traveled at all.

"Everyone has the need for pri¬ 
vacy. Bui it's handled differently in 
other cultures. Turks and Arabs are 
never alone physically. When they want 
privacy, they just tune out." On the 
other hand, says Hall. “(Jermans need 
walls and closed doors " A German of¬ 
fice worker feels crowded if he can hear 
voices through the wall. In America, 
pnvacy is considered a righr. A study 
found that Amencans spend more time 
alone than the citizens of a do:en other 
nationalities. 


Escaping the crowd to save our indi¬ 
viduality is an American tradition. Dan¬ 
iel Boone crossed the Appalachians :n 
search of elbow-room, Today wv subdi¬ 
vide mountain invar tows and build sum¬ 
mer cottages to gain a feeling of ,-pi- 
nitencss and freedom. American char¬ 
acter is defined more than anything else 
by the possibility of solitude. Gertrude 
Stein wrote. ' There is more space where 
nobody is than where anybody is. That's 
what makes America what it is," 

Until the 1920s, most of us lived on 
farms, where strangers were infrcc|ucnr 
and the lines between society and soli¬ 
tude were plain. Today, four out of five of 
us live in cities, where Is lindanes art- 
layered and complex. To save our indi¬ 
viduality, we keep high fences and large 
yards. We build houses that turn away 
from the street, and we contemplate the 
hearth or the sun in the yard. We grum¬ 
ble about traffic jams and lines at rhe 
post office. We hold ir a sign of in¬ 
humanity rhat a Russian would stand in 
line six hours to buy a pair of shoes. 

I T IS NOT JUST an American srvle. 

Americans and northern Europeans 
alike are unusually concerned with per¬ 
sonal boundaries. All humans claim an 
envelop- of air around rhem as p-rsonal 
spice and expect others to stay clear of 
it. A study of several cultures deter¬ 
mined that Amencans and northern 
Europeans claim rhe largest rones of 
personal spice. An American finds it 
disconcerting that an African stands 
only six inches away while calking. 



Once you get into real urban 
crowding, like the New York subways, 
rhe zone disappears. You depersonalize 
i it her p-oplr. You go rigid and avoid eye 
treat them like trees." 
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As I see it, this business of being 
snowbound shouldn't upset people 
the way it seems o. Snow, after all. is 
just snow.

PLENTY of the LAND 


by HAL BORLAND

T ODAY'S MAPS CALL IT the North Fork of 
Nebraska's Nemaha River, but in my boy¬ 
hood it was a creek. A winding creek that 
started up near Lincoln, die state capital; flowed past 
Sterling, where my father was born and where we lived, 
and fourteen miles downstream went right through Te- 
cumseh, where my mother was born and Grandma lived. 
Another durty-five miles and it emptied into the Mis¬ 
souri and became a part of the swirling, muddy current 
sutging toward the Mississippi and the Gulf. 

In the early days my father’s father built a dam on the 
Nemaha, and a mill to grind com and saw lumber But 
by die time ol my boyhood the wooded hills of its water¬ 
shed had been stripped and cropped, and cornfields were 
creeping down onto its floodplain. Each spring it ate a 
few more acres of somebody's cornfield. Only a few peo¬ 
ple. like Grandma, knew and cherished its looping chan¬ 
nel and the tangles, brier patches, duckets, and groves 
that persisted in its valley. Finally, in the 1930s as I re¬ 
member, it was "flood-controlled''—the winding chan¬ 
nel straightened, deepened, and diked.' made into a 
drainage ditch, a mockery of a river or even of a creek. 
I'm glad Grandma never saw it after that. 

There were two grandmothers, but the other one was a 
widow—starchy, reserved, and critical. She ditto is ted 
sunlight, which faded her carpets. She insisted nature be¬ 
longed outdoors and didn't think much of it even there. 
When 1 visited her I sat on the edge of a chair and silently 
hated the world. She was Grandiwo/Aa* capitalized. 

Grandma, on the other hand, was slippery elm bark 
and cherry-sap gum, dandelion greens and sassafras tea. I 
think of her every time 1 smell black walnut hulls; which 
is one reason we go out every autumn, here in our Con¬ 
necticut Berkshire!, and gather a few pecks of butternuts 
and hickory nuts, and try to beat the squirrels to a few 
handfuls of hazelnuts, though we seldom succeed. 

1 am sure Grandma was a slapdash housekeeper, and as 
a cook she fried her meat and boiled the life out of her 
vegetables. She was a Tyrant in many ways, and when she 
was "on the prod" even the hogs stopped grunting. But 
she was of the land and partner wuh it. She grew up in 


Nuckolls County, which is in the south-central part of 
Nebraska, when the Indians were still occasionally hos¬ 
tile. She was full of frontier skills and old-time lore. At 
seventeen she married a quiet, gendc farmhand whose 
German immigrant parents died of cholera when he was 
a small boy. By the time I was born Grandma had seven 
children, the two youngest girls only a few yean older 
than I was And after a succession of farm failures they 
were settled in a house on five or six acres at the edge of 
Tccumsch, where Grandpa had steady work as a teamster. 
There Grandma ruled, a kind of pioneer matriarch who 
at tunes seemed to be trying to perpetuate her fronuer 
girlhood in a 20th Century urban setting. 

lecumseh, though the county scat. wasn't a city by any 
means: but it did have municipal lights and water, and 
its Main Street was paved Grandma's place, only fif¬ 
teen minutes' walk from Courthouse Square, was almost 
completely self-sufficient. It had its own well and nun- 
waiet cistern, its outdoor privy, its bam, cow lot, pigpen, 
and poultry house, its orchard, its big vegetable garden, 
a root cellar always called "the cave," and a flat-roofed 
storage place called "the woodshed.' It was within easy 
walking distance of Nemaha's thickets, brier patches, 
and groves, and Grandma went there a dozen times for 
every time she went "downtown." She bought few store 
goods except sugar, salt, and coffee, and she usually 
bartered eggs or butter or a fleshly dressed chicken or 
two for those. 

W E USUALLY WENT TO GRANDMA'S 
for Thanksgiving, sometimes for Christ¬ 
mas. And cveiy summer I spent at least a 
week there, sometimes two. Whenever 1 went, 1 became 
a part of Grandma's work force. Grandpa was the only 
member of the household who wasn't a daily part of her 
crew He harnessed his horses and was gone right after 
breakfast and didn't come back till suppertime. The 
smell of clean, sweaty horses still reminds me of 
Grandpa, for I slept with him when I visited there, and 
he always smelled of hotse. Grandma smelled of home¬ 
made soap, or walnut hulls, or becbalm, or wild onions, 
depending on tbc season. 
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In June we picked strawberries. Back of the barn was 
the cornfield, which always had half an acre of potatoes 
as well as corn, and beyond the cornfield was the em¬ 
bankment with the Burlington railroad tracks. That em¬ 
bankment was a solid bed of wild strawberry plants 
Grandma knew to the day. to the hour, when they would 
be prime She could stand in the kitchen door, two hun¬ 
dred yards away, peer at the tracks, sniff the air, and an¬ 
nounce, "They'll be ready this afternoon" She was 
right. Grandma never picked strawberries, but as soon as 
we'd eaten the noon meal my two young aunts and 1 took 
the tin pails and went to work. We picked dead-npe wild 
strawberries by the gallon That night we had strawberry 
shortcake, swimming in juice and mounded with thick 
yellow cream skimmed off the milk crocks in the cave 
The next day Grandma made wild strawberry jam, glass 
after glass of it. 

If it was cherry time we chased off the birds, picked 
cherries, and she canned them for turner pies. In choke- 
cherry time she led us down to the Nemaha, where she 
knew every trail and thicket. We picked chokechetries, 
and when we got home she simmered them, set them to 
drain in a jelly bag as big as a pillowcase, and made 
chokecherry jelly. In elderberry season she did her own 
picking, and the juice she made from elderberries was 
very special. And in blackberry season she picked a pail¬ 
ful of special berries and juiced them separately. We 
picked run-of-the-bush blackberries and she made jam 
and jelly from them. 

Always there were apples. Early apples were peeled, 
cored, and made into applesauce Late apples were 
picked carefully and stored in open barrels in the cave. 
And windfalls were picked up whenever Grandma de¬ 
cided the blend would be right; they were for cider. I can 
still smell the old cider press. There was always a barrel of 
cider vinegar in the cave, and each year a fresh barrel of 
cider was put down there to “work." It worked best if it 
was an old vinegar barrel, and it had to have at least a cup¬ 
ful of the gray, gelatinous vinegar "mother” to ferment 
properly. There were also the kegs of cider, freshly filled 
every summer and allowed to work till Thanksgiving 
Grandma had no use for hard liquor, but cider didn't fall 
into that category. Not until after Christmas, at least. 
And when somebody was sick or just feeling poorly, she 
always managed to provide a small glass of elderberry 
wine or blackberry wine. 1 don't know why, but she never 
made wild grape wine. Maybe grape wine was liquor. She 
made plenty of wild grape jelly, though. 

If the weather was right, she dried apples. I never knew 
anyone else who sun-dried fruit in the Midwest, though I 
am sure it wasn't a unique accomplishment. She watched 
the skies and sniffed the wind and listened to her own 
joints, no doubt, and if it looked like a propitious week 
she announced. "We'll dry the apples." Then out went 
the crew to pick apples. They had to be perfect apples 
without a scar or a bruise She peeled them, cored them, 
quartered them, and cut the quarters into half-inch 
slices. Then she sent someone up onto the flat roof of the 
woodshed U) spread a bed sheet, and on that sheet was 
spread a layer of apple slices covered with cheesecloth to 
keep off flies and wasps. They had to be taken in every 


night and put out again the next morning. One rainy day 
was an interruption; two or three rainy days in a row were 
a disaster Mildew could start, and once it started there 
was no stopping it. If all went well and the sun continued 
to shine, by the end of the fourth day the apples were 
dried to the color and approximate consistency of buck¬ 
skin. Then they were packed in muslin bags and hung in 
a warm, dry place for winter storage. 

Some years, if everything was favorable. Grandma 
dried sweet corn; but that was even more chancy than 
drying apples. I don't remember that she ever sun - lned 
berries, but she probably tried and gave it up. She 
boasted that she could do anything the Indians did. and 
usually better. My father, who liked to “plague" bet. a 
she called teasing, once said. 'T never thought much of 
your pcmraican.'' She glared at him. "Fiddlesticks! You 
complimented me on it last Thanksgiving, said you never 
tasted better." Father was trapped. “Pemmican?" be 
asked. She nodded. "Pemmican. You called it mince¬ 
meat, but it's my kind of pemmican—fruit and suet and 
meat, all chopped up together. Maybe you'd prefer the 
Indian kind, though, with cherry pits in it. and w.diout 
any cider." 

I T WAS LATE AUTUMN when Grandma made 
mincemeat, right after butchering time. By 
then, of course, all the autumn harvesting, 
both tame snd wild, was done. The big harvest, but by 
no means all of it. came out of her own garden She grew 
beans, but she never canned them. Those that weren't 
eaten green—string beans, rooked for hours with a piece 
of fat pork—were let mature and were gathered and 
stored as shell beans Beets were pickled and canned. Cu¬ 
cumbers were pickled, usually in big stone jars and in 
brine. Cabbage was sliced and put in brine to become 
sauerkraut; there usually was a small barrel of it in the 
cave. Tomatoes were canned. Carrots were eaten fresh, 
and any that were left over were fed to the cows. Turnips, 
white turnips, were dug and stowed in the cave like pota¬ 
toes. Yellow turnips, rutabagas, a standard New England 
Thanksgiving menu item, were not considered table 
food; if grown at all. they were fed to cattle. Potatoes 
were dug and stored in the cave. Onions were dug, dried, 
and stored in the cool, dry pantry shed off Grandma's 
kitchen. There she stored her herbs, too. 

Grandma wasn't really an herbalist, and definitely not 
an herb cook. The only cooking herb she used was sage, 
and she used it only in poultry stuffing. Bread stuffing, 
with plenty of onion, just enough sage, and no fruit or 
nuts or anything else. She did gather a few medicinal 
herbs. Slippery elm bark, to make a cough-soother. 
Spiccbush twigs and bark to make a strong tea for chills 
and fevers. Wild senna leaves, to mak- what she called 
' seeny tea." a mild purgative. Witch hazel leaves, to 
stop nosebleed and other hemorrhaging when dried and 
powdered and snuffed up the nose or applied directly to 
the wound. 

She also gathered and dried several wild mints, be¬ 
cause she liked the smell of them around the house. And 
dittany, to make a savory tea with vague beneficial ef¬ 
fects. And black cheiry bade, tor flavoring summer drinks 
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or winier ionics. Sassafras root bark was aiso gathered and 
dried for the same purpose, but u was harder to get. 

By October virtually all this harvest was in. Then came 
the nuts. Het enthusiasm for those trips, I am sure, has 
something to do with my annual expeditions on my own 
mountainside. The only comparable excitement over a 
nut harvest 1 ever experienced was on a mesa in Arizona 
when Navaho families converged, bag and baggage, in¬ 
fant to grandfather, for the gathering of piAon nuts. 

Grandma knew to the day when the nuts would be 
ready. She told Grandpa to take the day off and they 
went in the big lumber wagon with pails, baskets, flour 
sacks, and burlap bags. First to the walnut groves 
Grandma knew half a dozen good walnut groves, so if 
someone was already at the first one they went on to the 
next. The walnuts were still in their green hulls, of 
course, but they were just on the point of turning brown 
and juicy. Another day and they would have oozed. They 
shook the trees and threw clubs at stubborn branches, 
and they gathered walnuts by the bagful. Then they went 
to the hickory groves. Hickory nuts were even mote diffi¬ 
cult to time than walnuts, loo early, and the-/ wouldn't 
open their hulls readily, loo late and the squirrels would 
have taken most of them. But again. Grandma sensed 
the right time. The hickory nuts were gathered by the 
bagful. And finally they went to the patches of hazel- 
brush. How site knew about the hazelnuts I can't even 
imagine, and how she beat the squirrels to them is a total 
mystery. But she never came home with less than a 
bushel, sometimes two. 

Home they came with their nut harvest. The walnuts 
were spread on the ground beside the woodshed to 
“ripen." to turn black and juicy. The juice was dark 
brown, indelible as waterproof ink (when she was a girl. 
Grandma said, they dyed their stockings with it). When 
the walnuts were properly ripe. afre. a week or so in the 
sun, they were hulled by driving them through a plank 
which had a knothole just the right size. This was a juicy, 
dirty job and it left hands stained brown as tobacco for 
several weeks before it wore off. But the walnuts soon 
dried and were stowed in barrels in the woodshed. One 
of my enduring Thanksgiving memories is of that wood¬ 
shed, with its open barrels of black walnuts and hickory 
nuts, at least a barrel of each, and a bushel basket or two 
of hazelnuts. Just outside the door was a short section of 
railroad rail, half buried in nut shells. Anyone who 
wanted to cat his fill of nuts could go out there, help 
himself, take the hammer from the shelf just inside the 
door, sit down beside the cracking-iron, and go to it. 

Soon after the nuts were in. one could be sure of hard 
frost and good weather for butchering. That meant an¬ 
other day off from work for Grandpa. He had to get out 
tile big Itetdc and the scalding barrel, put up the big tri¬ 
pod with the pulley, fill the kettle with water, build a fire 
the night before, and get up at least once ui the night to 
put on more wood. Then, on a frosty morning, he went 
to die pigpen, caught the fat hog that was to become 
pork, and went to work. While he was killing, bleeding 
and hoisting it on the uipod. Grandma carried boiling 
waici from the big kettle u> die scalding battel Then the 
carcass was cased into the water, headfirst, and hoisted 


agarn. If the hat* slipped easily, that was enough. If not. 
some wood-ash Fe was added to the water and the carcass 
was scalded again. Then it was scraped, all the hair re¬ 
moved, and made ready to cut up. Meanwhile. Grandma 
had salvaged heart and liver and was packing die big iron 
kettle with fat to fry out bet lard. By afternoon fresh pork 
was cooling all over the kitchen, and before the week wxs 
out it was being pickled, smoked, ground into sausage, 
boiled into headcheese and scrapple. Sometimes Grand¬ 
ma saved a late winier calf, fattened it, and butchered it 
for young beef at the same time. But that meant several 
days of butchering and a lot of fresh meat to take care of. 
If there was a beef to butcher it usually was left till winter 
had settled in, after Christmas. 

W ITH All THIS summer and fall har¬ 
vesting. Thanksgiving had more than a 
casual meaning It was a day of proud 
accomplishment, a kind of summary of the year. Even 
the turkey came from Grandma's own flock. Each spring 
she barrered with someone for a clutch of turkey eggs to 
hatch under one of her broody hens. She raised as many 
of the delicate poults as she could, usually at least two. 
one foe Thanksgiving and one for Christmas. 

So the family gathered and the feast was prepared. 
Well before noon the whole area smelled of roasting tur¬ 
key. Foiling onions, simmering cranberry sauce, pump¬ 
kin pie. mince pie. And only the cranberries came from 
the store The kitchen was full of women and family gos¬ 
sip. The living room was full of men and man-talk and 
laughter The yard was full of youngsters, hungry as 
young bears. And when we finally sat down at the long 
table. Grandpa at one end with the big carving knife. 
Grandma at the other end surrounded by steaming 
bowls, we could have been a hundred miles from town 
Practically everything on that able came from 
Grandma's own domain. 1 had a hand in the growing or 
harvest of most of them. I helped feed the turkey, helped 
pick the sage in the stuffing. I picked potato bugs off the 
vines in the back lot where those creamy mashed potatoes 
grew, fed bran to brindled Daisy whose milk produced 
the cream and butter. I kicked over the tons of the onions 
to make them bulb. 1 marveled at the blossoms on the 
pumpkin vines, and didn't understand when Grandma 
said that some of the blossoms were boys and some were 
girls. I picked apples, shelled walnuts, pressed cider that 
went into the mincemeat. 1 picked my full share of the 
wild strawberries in the jam and the chokecherries in the 
jelly. I picked gteen worms off the cabbage and the toma¬ 
toes that were there on the table as relish and piccalilli. 

Grandma always said the blessing, and it never varied 
much: 

"Vi thank Thee, Lord, for the plenty you put here on 
Earth, and we thank Thee for the strength to go out and 
help ounelret Just let us go on doing U and we 'll make 
out. lu Thy name's sake. Amen." 

And that is why we go out and gather a few pecks of 
nuts every fall—to participate directly in that plenty. 
That is why we live on the land. But 1 do wist 1 knew how 
to beat the squirrels to those hazelnuts. 9-

“Landmarks of Democracy” 
preservation week theme

It Is especially fitting that in the 
yea r of the Bicentennial of the United 
States Constitution, the National 
Trust for Historic Prreervation's 
Preservation Week theme be 
'•Landmarks of Democracy.” For it 
is only through the vision and 
dedication of preservationists - often 
a mere handful of tenacious, far¬ 
sighted activists - that some of our 
most cherished landmarks of 
democracy survive today. 

Two hundred years ago, the 
Constitution of the United States was 
ratified by state delegates set. to 
l hiiadeiphia for the purpcac of 
organising a government by, of a%d 
for the people. 

For years afterwards, the people of 
the United States would Dock to the 
sites pivotal in the founding ef our 
democracy - Boston's Faneuil Hall, 
where young revolutionaries met to 
discuss the heretical notion of 
separating from their homeland; 
Philadelphia's State Houar, where 
patriots met regularly to debate the 
course of a nation. 

The homes of those who piayed key 
roles in writing that remarkable 
document became especially 
popular Mount Vernon, MonticeUo 
and Montpelier evolved ir..o meccas 
for Americans who wished to pay 
their respects to the individuals who 
had soskillfully and tenaaously led a 
nation to independence and beyond - 

Today, moat Americans take for 
granted the right to visit any one of 
these cherished landmarks; there is 
little appr-xiatton for the fact that 
many of them were very nearly lost 

Were it not for the concerted effort 
of a now celebrated band of 
prese-vationists. with the decep¬ 
tively demure title of the Mount 
Vernon Ladies' Association of the 
Union. Mount Vernon might well 
have been demolished. Faneuil Hall 
was slated to oe razed in 1970 in the 
name of urban renewal before 
presevationists came to Us rescue. 
Hie Philadelphia State House was 
almost torn down in lbU, before a 
group realizing the importance of the 
site prevaUed on the city to buy it. 


Out while such celebrated land¬ 
marks are the ones that immediately 
come to mind in this bicentennial 
year. we. in lact. live in a nation of 
landmarks. In every city and town 
across the country there are those 
landmarks that mean everything to 
the communities that harber them. 
They are iandmaiks perhaps not of 
national significance, but Iandmaiks. 
nonetheless, that define a com 
munily. give it a sense of place, and 
make it special. They are the land¬ 
marks that mark a community's 
progress and development, that 
evoke pcwerful images from the past 
to illustrate how exactly we arrived 
where we are today. They are the 
landmarks ths*. provide a foundation 
for the values on which that com¬ 
munity rests 

In Seattle, preservationists 
recently came to the rescue of the 
oldest house in the.rity. It was built in 
HSR by George W. Ward, a contractor 
and carpenter who would eventually 
become president of his own in¬ 
surance company nod deacon of the 
community's Baptist church during 
Seattle's early boom years. His 
progress mirrors that of the city 
itself 

In White Haven, MO. local 
preservationists have saved a 
national treasure that most of us 
probably had no ideB existed • the 
farm to which Uiysess S. Grant 
"retired" in 1654 years before he 
would lead the Union Army to victory 
in the Civil War. Certainly White 
Haven has national sinnifie“"e“ 
it was a commun i ty effort and 
community prule thei underpinned 
its preservation. 

Every community has an onlest 
house, an old mill, a tavern, a stage 
stop or a first skyscraper. Every 
community has a haunt or home of an 
individual whose contribution to the 
community was cmcial - or merely 
aagixficanl. Every community har a 
landmark 

Carbonda.e and the upper 
Ladiawannu Valley is certainly no 
exception. Two of the best examples 
of this are fmbondai* City Hall and 
the Gravity Railroad Shops, both of 
which are listed in the National 
Register of Historic Buildings, and 
the only buildings in Carbondaie with 
this designation. 


Carbondaie City Hall, as it stands 
today, was completed in 1894 The 
plans were drawn up by the 
Binghamton architect Truman I. 
Lacey, and is in the Romanesque 
Revival style of architecture As the 
residence for diy government during 
these many years, Carbondaie City 
Hall is truly a landmark of 
Democracy in the community. The 
Carbondaie Historical Society has 
been workdig for several years to 
restore the building to its former 
grandeur, as was evidenced when the 
group replaced the roof on the south 
side of the back portion of the 
building. 

The Gravity Railroad Shops are 
certainly a national landmark being 
the oldest starring shops in North 
America, and part of the operations 
of the third rcUroad and first million 
dollar corporation in the United 
States 

There are other buildings In the 
area that have piayed significant 
roles either architecturally or 
because of the families that were 
associated with them Examples 
would be the former Carbondaie Post 
Office un Main St., the former E.E. 
Hendrick residence on Hendrick 
Lane, the Mores Homestead on 
Homestead St. in Simpson, and Fern 
Hail at ‘"’rystal Lake It is hoped that 
these buildings can survive into the 
next century and beyond, but they 
wili be able to do so only if the 
community is concerned enough to 
preserve their unique and 
irreplaceable perspective on the 
prvt. 

So this week when preservationists 
celebrate "Landmarks of 
Democracy," they are not just 
talking about those having a direct 
link to the people and the events that 
created our nation and its unique 
form of government, they are talking 
about all the landmares comprising 
our entire democracy whether it s 
Bock man Tavern in Lexington. 
Mass . where patriots gathered for 
tne first battle in the struggle for 
independance. or the buildings rignt 
here that remind us cf the men and 
women who came before us, woo laid 
the groundwork for that piece of 
democracy and community - we 
cherish right here.

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NARCISSI'S (nahr-ais'su-s) Amitryllidaccae. Daffodil. These 
are very important Harden plants, chiefly hardy and bulbous, most 
of them from Europe. They art extremely useful in the perennial 
border for they provide the first large flowers of spring and are 
immune to most pests and diseases. However, they are most impor 
tarn as the finest plant in ail horticulture for naturalizing. Plantings 
do not have to be disturbed for years: the bulbs multiply amazingly. 
flowers come in profusion, and their natural vigor means that they 
are inexpensive to purchase in large quantities. They are also ex 
tremelv long-lived in a location they like. 

There are two popular techniques for naturalizing Narcissus. 
One calls for s'veeps of single varieties with the sweeps separated 
by 10 or 20 feet of woodland or grass. The effect is elegant and 
artistic. Another method involves mixing many varieties tor a lit" 
longed bloom and variety of colors and forms. The key here is 
abundance and the effect is cheerfully informal. A particularly ef¬ 
fective mixture for this is our Narcissus collection called ‘The 
Works’. This and other line mixtures appear at the end of the 
variety listings. 

Narcissus are available in a wide range of forms and colors. IVr 
haps the best-known are the Trumpet Daffodils. Hut there are 
many other types. Each type- is listed alphabetically, as follows: 
Cydaimneui Hybrid, Double. Klatcup. Jonquilla Hybrid, i oeticus. 
Species, Tazetta Hybrid. Tnandrus Hybrid, and Trumpet. Each is a 
miracle of design and durability. 

Culture Narcissus are easy to grow. They seem to do as well in 
semi-shade as in full sun. they force their way up through any turf, 
and although they grow well in damp areas they do not like a k*a 
tion where water stands on them Plant them 4 to 7 inches deep for 
fast propagation. When possible, plant in beds of well-prepared soil 
as you would perennials. If this is not possible, it will be helpful to 
mix a small amount of low nitrogen, slow release fertilizer in the 
bottom of each planting I ie And be sure to mu the fertilizer with 
the soil below where the will sit. Daffodils of all types should be 
planted practically the minute they arrive, (or they do well the first 
season only when they produce roots before hard frost. 

We sometimes get calls ir. early September from gardeners who 
have bought Narcissus and Tulips and the other spring-flowering 
bulbs asking why we are so lale shipping. They see bulbs ai that 
tune for sale in supermarkets or have dready received orders from 
other nurseries. Our Dutch bulbs will invariably be later getting to 
you than most other bulbs, because they are all top-size and take 
from two to three weeks longer to cure in Holland—hence they are 
stepped lo us later. This is a function of the crop and Ine weather in 
Holland. In a normal year we usually get them about September 10; 
in an abnormally wet growing year delivery from Holland can be as 
much as 10 days later. The bulk of the Dutch crop arrives in the 
United States in late August. 

Note: The letters—F.C.C. or A.M—found after the name .if the 
following varieties are abbreviations for First Class Certificate and 
Award of Merit, both top prizes the best Dutch, English, and 
Irish shows, and hard to win. Heights of Daffodil varieties vary 



considerably under different growing conditions, but to assist in 
your selections, heights have been specified as a means of compar¬ 
ing vaneties. Where height is not given, it is within the 14- lo 1H 
•nch range. Varieties 10 inches and less are considered miniatures 
and can be found among the Cyclamineus Hybrids, Flatcups. Jon 
quilla Hybrids, species. Triandrus Hybrids and Trumpets.

Damp, warm vn-ath 
er causes mold to grow on the leaves, which is unsightly , and a 
danger. As sprinkling in the sun also has the same effect it is best 
to soak the soil— l*hlox is another of those plan’s that like their feet 
wet. their clothing dry Plants should be set tar enough apart- at 
least 2 feet -to provide good air circulation. They react well to 
thinning. Even when setting out newly purchased Phlox pinch out 
hall ol the new shoots and always thin old plants heavily each 
spring. The reason: the roots can support any numbers of stalks, 
but not well; a few stalks, not more than 3. at most 4. to a plant will 
grow strongly, stand well, and make a h er show than the Phlox 
plant that is not thinned. Also, thinning wall do more to prevent the 
growth of fungus than sprays of Hrnnmyl. Bordeaux Mixture, or 
Funginex. And don't plant Phlox too close to stone or brick walls 
which hold moisture, or lungus may appear. Divide the roots every 
three or four years to keep the plants vigorous and (lowers large 
And be sure to cut off flower heads before seeds mature. This wall 
prolong bloom and avoid volunteer seedlings. If this fads, destroy 
seedlings- they turn to ugly magenta colors and are so vigorous 
they crowd out named varieties Plants offered are large, hcld- 
grown crowns that will bloom prodigiously their tirsl year Unless 
otherwise indicated.

7 weeks Is a good av¬ 
erage We offer only mixtures, for the named va¬ 
rieties can be bought anywhere Current intro¬ 
ductions tend to be expensive and gaudy and are 
not included in our blend for both reasons 
Culture: Plant corms at least 6 inches deep to 
keep flowering stalks from toppling If put in rows 
in the rutting garden, keep the corms 3 to 4 
inches apart Plant up to July 15— planting after 
that date in Litchfield is useless, for little or no 
bloom results before frost. Spray early with Scvin 
to inhibit thrip a common but easily controlled 
pest Dig corms with a fork before the ground 
fresxes. cut off the top about 1 ■■ inch above the 
corm. then spread them thinly in flats to dry 
When they are thoroughly dry, pick olf the little 
corms. then snap off the new bulbs and store in a 
cool place in open flats. Next spring sow the small 
corms with the large ones to increase stock. Do 
this every year and you will soon have stock 
enough to give away—or to sell.

IRIS (eye'ris). Iridaceae. This huge genus ol about 201) species, 
native in the North Temperate regions of the world, consists of 
herbaceous plants with rhizome, tuberous, or bulbous root stocks. 
Many have been garden subjects from early tunes and are one of 
the highlights of the garden in June. Those most generally used are 
the bearded species. There are many of them, including various 
subsections, but intensive interbreeding has made classification far 
too complicated for home gardeners to follow—or care about The 
bearded forms in gardens (which are planted only in fall) used to be 
called German Iris, but this classification is beir.„ dropped by many 
horticultural organizations, including this one. Boarded, Beardless. 
Intermedia. Dutch. Dwarf. Spuna. Siberian, and Japanese, are 
more meaningful general classifications. 

Many gardeners are aware of the fee work which has been done 
by hybridizers in common Bearded Ins. particularly in the tall var¬ 
ieties. But few gardeners know what great stndes have been made 
m Siberians and in the Spurias. the hardiest of all herbaceous Ins. 
Meanwhile, the Japanese have been developing Kaempfen. Their 
new strains are delicious, and it is unfortunate that the general 
nursenes pay so little attention to them. If one reads the horticul¬ 
tural press, there seems to re a nearly complete void in reporting 
the Iris world—except for the Tall Bearded class. 

Tall Bearded Iris. These are sensationally showy creatures and 
one til the most useful and widely grown perennials. All are very- 
hardy. Borders of Iris alone, no matter how large, are a joy. and 
perennial borders are rarely without them. A good big clump ol Ins 
all by itself at the tum of a garden path, or one set (replacing a 
small stone) in a terrace, will for a time give that terrace distinction 
it would never otherwise achieve. There is a small terminology that 
is peculiar to the genus and useful to know. The three large down¬ 
ward curving petals are called "falls." On these the "beard" ap¬ 
pears. coining up from inside the throat and curving down neatly'on 
each fall. The three upright petals are called "standards." "Ph- 
cata." which means "pleated" in horticulture, in Ins language is a 
tlower having a white base with a colored margin. Ins fanciers 
constantly talk about "substance." a horticultural term which re¬ 
fers to the thickness of the petals of any flower. It seems to be a 
rather overworked word in most descriptions, for you can bet that 
any In - -ithout substance would jolly well never have gotten far 
enough even to be named and described. II a few simple instruc¬ 
tions are followed even haphazardly. Tall Bearded Irises are very 
easy dowers to grow. They bloom in May and June. 

Control of Iris Borers. There is only one sure way of keeping 
borers out of Iris. When new leaf growth in the spring is 3 inches 
high, remove all dead leaves and weeds, and dust or spray with a 
contact insecticide. Then dust or spray twice again after 8 to 10 
days. This routine will keep a planting clean; it will not kill borers 
already infecting plants. Use CarbaryI (Sevin) or Malalhion. 

Culture; Bearded Iris will not tolerate wet feet, so good drainage is 
essential. Planting depth is critical. The rhizome should be practi¬ 
cally even with the surface of the soil (see drawing). Ins grow ui 
any good garden soil e;iriched with an organic fertilizer having a low- 

nitrogen content. Use it at the rate of 1 ounce per square foot, use 
the same quantity of chemical fertilizer, but dig this into the soil .! 
weeks before planting, or half an ounce if planting must be done 
immediately. Compost or well-rotted manure must be dug into a 
bed. never placed around the rhizomes. Each spring a quart ?r cup 
of superphosphate should be used to top dress each plant. When 
replanting Iris af’er the fourth or fifth year, be sure to follow direc¬ 
tions in the drawing and revitalize the ground before setting out the 
plants. To get the best results, drench them with sun. 


WEEDING AND MULCHING. Weeding is an 
onerous chore in Hardening only when >1 is put 
off Then weeds must be pulled by hand and that's 
not fun. Actually, regular cultivation every 10 
days is not hard work. Merely scuffle the surface. 
One shouldn't cultivate deeply around perennials, 
for this destroys the : ine feeder roots which lie 
close to the surface. Cultivating lightly provides 
a light earth mulch and it kills germinating weed 
seeds before they can be seen. If one cultivates be¬ 
fore a hard rain, the ground may have to be cul¬ 
tivated again, for such a rain will reset weed 
seedlings and start them growing The best way 
to hold down weeds is by planting a perennial 
garden thickly—then the spreading branches and 
leaves of the perennials will shade the ground so 
heavily few weed seedlings grow, and those that 
do, starved of light, are spindly and weak. 

Mulching is generally recognized as the busi¬ 
ness of putting enough solid organic material on 
the top of the ground in a planting to make weed¬ 


ing unnecessary, and to hold a steady soil mois¬ 
ture content Because of the skyrocketing cost of 
boy wceders, who generally hate to weed and are 
both slow and don't know weeds, anyway, a large 
demand has developed for mulches, which is 
being met by various industries with surplus 
products unusable otherwise. We have tried sev¬ 
eral kinds and have had some success However, 
we have had no success in mulching herbaceous 
perennials to control weeds either in the gardens 
or the nursery blocks. The following remarks arc 
addressed to weed and moisture control in shrubs, 
evergreens, and Rose borders. 

Grass dippings. An excellent mulch if applied 
thick enough—2 inches or more. Cut clippings 
shouldn't be used on Azaleas or Rhododendron, 
because, when fresh, they generate considerable 
heat, which is not good for the shallow-feeding 
roots of those plants. While rotting *hey form a 
thick crust which holds together even though it 
Boats during a heavy rain. Put on fresh and 
green, clippings are pretty but they soon turn a 
rather unpleasant brown However, grass clip¬ 
pings are an immediately available material and 
gardeners who don’t choose to follow regular 
weeding schedules should use them. 

Evergreen bark More and more cedar, pine, 
and redwood bark mulches are coming to market. 
If put on at twice the thickness recommended by 
their makers, they make a handsome and effi¬ 
cient summer and winter mulch. The principal 
negative is expense. A fairly large deciduous 
shrub border can be covered for perhaps $500 
worth of bark plus $100 for labor to spread it. 
Cleaning up the fall leaves disturbs it little and is 
not difficult to do. Over time, it will save more 
than that in weeding labor Weeds, of course, will 
still appear, but they will be few and easily re¬ 
moved, or controlled with Dacthal. But as with 
any mulch, tile plants require annual feeding, 
particularly with nitrogen, which is exhausted by 
the mulch itself as it ro.s down. 

Wood chips. Usually available from local tree 
men. They should, however, be a year old because 
they heat when fresh. They were put on three 
large borders here and were successful—air gets 
to the surface of the soil, water enters easily, and 
the few weeds are quickly removed. But it makes 
the border look awful and it may have to be given 
a light covering of evergreen bark for us to live 
with it. However, the chips are cheap and we’ve 
already saved several hundred dollars worth of

They should be planted 
in clumps close to every New England house All 
of the following are officially biennials hut we 
find that under favorable conditions they will per¬ 
sist for a number of years The plants reproduce 
in profusion from seeds and prefer neutral to 
slightly sweet soil. Plants offered are large estab¬ 
lished crowns growing in pots, not the spindly 
seedlings sometimes offered elsewhere Zones

DELPHINIUM 'del fin ee-umi Kanuncula- 
ceac. This Bonus is the queen of perennial garden 
plants Although many garden books and nursery 
catalogues sav that the large-flowoi mg types of 
Delphinium are easily grown—well, forget it. The 
hybrids are not reliably perennial in large parts 
of the U S. and are easy to grow only if one knows 
how But no gardener worth his loam would stop 
growing Delphinium just because they aren't as 
rugged as weeds. There is nothing more beautiful 
or more rewarding than the 6-ft to 8-ft spike of 
a mature plant, which seems well worth any trou¬ 
ble or expense Their June flowering is. automat¬ 
ically. the peak of any well-bred garden. 

Culture: Delphinium require full sun and rich 
soil and should be grown in a location protected 
from wind, for the Howe spike is so big that 
heavy wind or rain will oreak it In selecting a 
site, remember that plants shou d not be closer 
than 24 to 30 inches to each other Very high fer¬ 
tility is required. To achieve this, cover the plant¬ 
ing area with 2 inches of well-rotted cow manure 
it compost. Dig it in deeply, then spread 1 lb. of 
5-10-5 fertilizer per 100 square feet of border 
area. Follow this with an additional 2 inches of 
compost or manure. Dig lor till' this in as before, 
then irrigate thoroughly (at least 1-inchl before 
planting This recipe may be scaled down for sin¬ 
gle plants within a border Bed preparation may 
be done in fall for early spring planting. The 
point to remember is that a good interval is 
needed between preparation and planting Inci¬ 
dentally. if manure or compost is not available, 
peat moss will serve but the soaking is doubly im¬ 
portant with new peat After the plants start to 
grow, dig a handful of the same fertilizer in 
around each of them. 

In succeeding years, keep fertility high and con¬ 
tinue to load the soil with humus. It's hard to kill 
a Delphinium by overfeeding One should also 
note that Delphinium must be sprayed with Be- 
nomyl to discourage black-spot on the leaves 
There is no cure for crown rot. though it's not fre¬ 
quent. There is also no cure for a Delphinium that 
has fallen because it wasn’t staked. This is best 
done as buds begin to open. Use three green 
stakes, % the final height of the spike, 'hen tie 
around them, forming s restraint to violent mo¬ 
tion—but not a constriction. 

Thinning is not necessary for first year plants 
but when an established crown begins to show 
new growth, there may be as many ns 15 shoots, 
each hoping to become a 7-foot spike of flowers. 
Ioave them all and none will, for even the strong¬ 
est plant cannot deliver enough water and nour¬ 
ishment to such a forest. When the new shoots are 
4 to 6 inches tall, well enough along, that is. to 
judge which look strong and well placed, cut out 
all but the 4 or 5 best and trim all subsequent 
shoots. The survivors will prosper, enjoying good 
air circulation and less chance of mildew or other 
problems. It's a case where less is more. 

In choosing plants for an all-Delphinium bor¬ 
der, we suggest D. chmensis for the front, D. 'Con-

necticut Yankee' or D. - belladonna in the middle, 
then a thick wall of the various hybrids in the 
hack. Because no two of these plants will bloom at 
exactly the same time, the blooming period will 
be relatively long. Second blooms, about half as 
tall as the first flush, will appear in late Septem¬ 
ber or October and continue until heavy frost. To 
get second bloom started, irrigate thoroughly 
after cutting back the stalks, never the leaves, of 
the first ones. You will also find that the amount 
of frost a Delphinium in full bloom can take, 
without flower destruction, is remarkable. Plants

Rights, that among these are l ife, l iberty and the Pursuit 
of Happiness" If tlie reasons |br the Resolution were well 
understood, the outcome did not come swiftly. With the 
surrender of tile British forces at Vorktown in 1781. tin- military 
struggle was won The constitutional battle was just beginning 

@ ln the war's aftermath, it was 
w idely recognized that the rather 
loose confederation of states soutt 
have to be strengthened if the new 
nation were to survive, lames Madi¬ 
son expressed these concerns in a call 
for a convention at Philadelphia in 
1787 to revise tlie Articles ot Cooled 
cration “ flic good people of Amer¬ 
ica arc to decide the solemn question, 
whether thev w ill by wise and mag- 
nines souk, hi luminous efforts reap tlie just fruits 
of that Independence w hich they so gloriously acquired 
or whether by giving was to unmanly jealousies and prejudices, 
or to partial and transitory interests, they will renounce the 
auspicious blessings prepared for them by the Revolution" 

The representatives of the states listened to Madison and drew 
heavily on his ideas. Instead of rev ision, they created a new 
form of government, embodied in tlx- Constitution of the 
United States. Authority emanated directly from rile people, 
not from any governmental body. And the Constitution 
would be “tlx- supreme law of the land”—just as Mag.ia Carta 
had been deemed superior to other statutes. 

While tlx- Constitution of the United States established 
an enduring system of government, specific liberties dear to 
Americans were not itemized. During debates for ratification, 
repeated calls were made for such a loting. These demands 
became the first 10 amendments to tlx- Constitution, known 
as tlie Rill of Rights Combined with tlx- 14th amendment, 
passed shortly alter the Cavil War. tlx- Bill of Rights is our 
American statement of tlie liberties that tlx- colonists brought 
with them, cherished, and vs s x » CL , CVl ...

In secret sessions in the Assembly Room ol Indepen¬ 
dence Hall in 1787, 55 men from 12 states listened and 
debated the interrelated issues, drawing from their expe¬ 
riences and their knowledge of history and political 
theory. In many cases they compromised an initial posi¬ 
tion of individual interest for their larger goal of creating 
a new government united, strong, and under law. 

The delegates invented a unique system based upon 
fundamental law. one which is now the longest lasting 
written constitution in the world. They created a strong 
national government of three co-equal, coordinated 
branches with checks and balances to help insure indi¬ 
vidual freedoms. 

The power was not granted from a government to the 
people, but was extraordinarily granted directly by the 
people to the government which they had created. 

The Constitution belongs to all of us, and it will continue 
to work to the extent that we are familiar with its provi¬ 
sions and how it evolves to lit a changing society. It also 
demands that each of us assume responsibility as the 
problems we must solve through our elected represen¬ 
tatives become more complex. If the Constitution is to 
continue to work, each of us must learn about and care 
about the issues we face, and must inlluence the choice 
of solutions. 

Let us all join this year in studying the fascinating and 
extremely important story ol the creation and continua¬ 
tion of tlie United States Constitution presented in this 
premier exhibition, and in various media and forums 
throughout this nation.

1 The Revolution Ends 


With ihc surrender of General Cornwallis ai Vorktown in 1781. 
the American War for Independence was won The wartime 
alliance of ihe thirteen states led to a limited and weak national 
Kovmuneiu under the Articles of Confederation. There was no 
executive. Congress depended on irregular pas men is from the 
states A handful of frustrated men handled the foreign affairs, 
ihc finances, and the army of the new nation. 


2 The Disunited Stales 

Each state had its own government to issue money, levy taxes, 
regulate trade Most Americans turned their attention to local 
matters restoring their farms and shops, picking up stakes and 
moving lti Vermont, Maine. Kentucky, or Tennessee or to the 
growing seaport cities; seeking out new markets in the Orient 
and continental Europe. As after every war. the economic 
adjustments were difficult. Inflation, heavy private and public 
debts, old grudges weighed against Ihe new expectations of 
i n /i-n.-n.i.-n.'r amt nrnsiu-rity. Stale legislatures wete split by 


Many ol the leaders of the revolutionary struggle grew alarmed 
by the events of the 1780s. Congress, unable to find a perma¬ 
nent home or a steady source of revenue, was a national 
laughing-stock. Abroad. Nationalists like John Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson were humiliated by Amcncan weakness. 
Merchantmen flying the Stars and Stripes were being hijacked 
in the Mediterranean by the Batbary pirates Without a navy, or 
the money to ransom hostages, the United States was 
powerless to respond. The British limited and taxed trade with 
Ihe young republic, and refused to yield Its frontier forts. Spain 
ciosexf the Mississippi to American trade. At home. Nationalists 
like James Madison. John Jay, Alexander Hamilton and Henry 
Knox were distressed by the factionalism jI state legislature) 
and the pressure for paper money. Armed mobs forceably 
prevented courts from seizing debtors' land in several states: 
and in Massachusetts. Shays’ Rebellion threatened civil wai 
Only a new and strong national government these mer 
thought, could save American independence and local order 
In letters, pamphlets and newspaper articles, they argued lor ^ 
constitutional convention finally, in Philadelphia in Mav 
1787. $5 delegates from every state but Rhode Island convened 
Vital to their success was the presence ol George Washington 
reluctantly called out of retirement to lend his heroic stature tc 
the creation ol a new American republic. 






6 Sectional Compromise 

Most ol tin- delegates were Nationalists, but they also repre¬ 
sented the interests of their regions. Northerners wanted to 
give the federal government the power to regulate trade and tax 
Imports. Southerners wanted to preserve their agricultural 
economy, based on slave labor. The two sides compromised for 
ihe sake of union Congress could pass commercial laws but It 
could not abolish the slave iradc for twenty years. Slaves were 
to be counted as three- fifths of free citizens for the purposes of 
congressional apportionment, and the Constitution allowed 
slaveowners to capture fugitives across slate lines. The Conven¬ 
tion was bul the first in a long series of futile compromises 
between North and South otter the next 80 years, only after a 
bloody civil war in 1861-65 and Constitutional Amendments 
would the slaves begin to gain their rights as free men and 
women. 


4 Madison's Notes 

The Convention met at Independence Hall, then ihe fVnnsyl- 
vania State House, for four months. Its proceedings kept secret 
from the public. Only through the notes taken daily by James 
Madison can we learn what happened during ihe Constitu¬ 
tional Convention. Unpublished for more than forty years, 
these notes are among the most important manuscript records 
in all of American history. 


1 The Great Compromise 

The first hurdle faced by the Convention was the composition 
of the new federal Congress. Virginian' Edmund Randolph and 
James Madison argued for a powerful legislature apportioned 
according lo stale population. New Jerseyan William Patterson 
countered with a plan preserving the equality of the small 
states in a weaker national Congress. After two months of 
sometimes biltcr debate, the Connecticut delegation suggested 
a compromise: a two-house legislature, with a House of Repre¬ 
sentatives apportioned hy population and a Senate with two 
scats for each state. Once the compromise had been accepted, 
the delegates knew that their work we .Id lx- successful: a new 
government of expanded but explic ay limited) powers would 
come out of Ihe Convention 


7 The Delegates to Philadelphia 

Ihe 55 men who came to Philadelphia were well-acquainted 
with one another. Many had been together at Princeton or Yale, 
m business afiairs in military service or the Continental Con¬ 
gress While the Convention absorbed much of their time in 
Philadelphia. America's largest city tillered them opportunities 
for scientific and literary conversation, for country walks anti 
fishing, even lor shopping. After the Convention, many of ihe 
delegates went on to important roles in ihe new nation—two 
as President, one as Vice Prc .idem, four as Cabinet officers, and 
many others in Congress, the courts, and state offices. 







10 Powers of the Government 

rhc delegate* thought of political systems a* mechanic 
levies The three blanches of government—the Executive 
ihe Legislative and the Judiciary—were rigidly separated. The 
|H>wers of Congress and the President were carefully limited by 
checks and balances. According to the "supreme law of the 
land." every American would hencelorth be a citizen both t I a 
slate and of the federal govecttnent. A new Supreme i nun 
would be the final interpreter of the Constitution. These Ideas 
were remarkable innovations for their time, creating •' • tonal 
government unlike any in the world, and they areal t.r.oed 

in the Constitution which is now the oldest written charter of 
gocvr'tment in the world's history. 


IS Drafts of the Constitution 

flic Convention emrusted the details of writing the Constitu¬ 
tion to several committees. James Wilson of Pennsylvania 
wrote ihe firs! drafl by Augost 7. which was printed in secrecy 
and used by the delegates for their debate and revision. 
Gouvemcur Morns of Pennsylvania w as chiefly responsible lor 
the concise final draft of September 12. He was the author of the 
familiar Preamble, crisply setting forth ihe purposes of the new 
American government. 


8 The Figure of George Washington 

As President of the Coo. cm .. Washington took a small p 1 

in ihe Convention debates. But he was crucial to the Consul 
lion's success. He was widely expected to lill ihe ollicc of tl 
President created by the Convention. He transmitted ihe cor 
plcied Constitution to Congress, asking that it be scnl to ll 


9 A Summer of Debate 

The Constitution was the result of four months ot vigoro 
debate. Every issue could lie re-opened for discussion. Tl 
delegates voted more than 20 times, for example, on the que 
lion of how the president should be- elected If chosen I 
Congress, as some suggested, the election would result 
"intrigue, cabal and corruption." But if ihe ptesident vve 
elected by the people directly, he might become a popul 
tyrant.

PERENNIALS. Perennials, more properly called 
"herbaceous perennials." ire deciduous plants 
which reappear year after y, . from the roots 
This is, obviously, the opposite of annuals, which 
have to be re see Jed every year. Some perennials 
are. of course, longer-lived than others, but prac¬ 
tically all will repeat for aeverul yean, without at¬ 
tention. Most will live practicallv forever if dug 
and separ red. the old crown discarded, at decent 
intervals It folio vr therefore, that vou must 
work with perennial- u. .et the best results from 
them and it is a mistake to assume that a peren¬ 
nial border will be carefree simply because ,t does 
not require annual replanting. 

Gardeners who work with perennials for a year 
or two understand that their great advantage is 
not their durability, but rather the extraordinary 
range of colors, heights, textures, and blooming 
times that they offer There is no class of plants 
which can touch them in this respect, and an ex- 
perienced gardener can produce astonishingly 
lovely results with a modest Investment Problem 
is that too few gardeners arc willing to get the 
necessary experience by trying new things and. 
occasionally, failing with them NeitherWords 
nor photographs are substitutes for working with 
a plant in your own garden and. if there is a sin¬ 
gle point that needs to be made about perennials, 
it is this —try them They arc inexpensive, easy to 
transp ant and propagate, generally vigorous and 
pest-free, and always rewarding. 

As a guide for the experimentation we so freely 
encourage, the table opposite will be helpful We 
must caution, however, that it is rife with half- 
truths—despite our best efforts at disclosure We 
are dealing here with living things whose colois. 
habits, and general constitutions will varv with 
locale and with the skill of the individual gar¬ 
dener. This unpredictability, which strikes terrur 
into the heart of the beginner, is in fact one of the 
glories of gardening. Things change, certainly 
from year to year and sometimes from morning to 
evening. There are mysteries, surprises, and. al¬ 
ways. new lesions to be learned. After almust 10 
years hard at it, we are only beginning.

A few nights ago I received a phone call from an oid friend, a for¬ 
mer Carbondale resident now living In the Washington, D. C. area. She told me that 
she meets regularly with a group composed of former Carbotidallans. Before the meet¬ 
ings two of the members who subscribe to the Carbondale News have passed their cop¬ 
ies on to the other members. At the meetings my stories are often a subject of con¬ 
versation and those present reminisce about events I had written about in a story 
they had read shortly before. 

The woman called me to pass on a suggestion that had been made at a meeting 
held during the week beforei that I publish a booklet >of my stories and sell It. 

This 1 would never do. I have no desire to reap any monetary giin from ray stories. 

1 wrote them solely as a means of shedding light on events of the past and to stir 
the memories of readers and cause them to recall events of 50 to ?0 years ago. My 
latest story la about the Carbondale of the 1920s and how different It was from the 
city of today. 

Although I am opposed to ray publishing of a booklet of my stories, I wouldn't 
oppose the publication of such a booklet by the Historical Society. I'm fairly cer¬ 
tain that It would find a ready market In those living in Carbondale who keep In 
touch with friends and relatives who are scattered all over the country. I’ve found 
that such people never lose interest In their homo town. The proof lsi meet one of 
them ard all they want to talk about Is Carbondale. 

If you think well of the suggestion I've made and decide that you want to go 
ahead ard have booklets printed, I'll sign a waiver In which I'll relinquish all 
claim to the stories. There are two conditions attached to my offer! First, that I 
be allowed to edit the stories before they go to the printer (the former typesetter 
at the News was the world's worst) i Second, that the stories published In the News 
that were written by Paul Elbrecht be included In the booklet. The stories he wrote 
about the day Babe Ruth ate dinner at his home and those about his grandfather are 
classics. 

Throw my suggestion Into the mill at your next meeting and see what the other 
officers and board members think of It as a fund raiser.

As a collector he was perhaps the 
first man in England to put forward the idea of a 
museum. His heterogeneous collections, part of 
which he had inherited from his father, were kept at 
Lambeth and were described in his Musatum Trade- 
tcantianum (1656). He rashly settled his ‘Closet of 
Rarities' on his friend Elias Ashmole. 

N0.168, one of the most moving portraits of the 
period, is in a set of portraits which passed into 
Ashmole's possession and which, with a related 
portrait in the National Portrait Gallery, continue to 
defy attribution; one of the set, a portrait of Mrs 
Tradcscant and her son, is dated 1645. In mood the 
portraits have something in common with Soest; in 
quality they are far more distinguished than any¬ 
thing known by John de Critz the Younger or his 
son Emmanuel with whom the set is sometimes 
asscoiatcd; but one of the portraits in the set is of 
Oliver de Critz, of whom very little is known but 
who is described on the canvas as 'A famous Painter'

(I9r2). pp.175-6).
